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Weather Summary 

For the month ending November 30*^, Montana 
experienced light to moderate amounts of precipitation. 
The state had above normal temperatures the first half of 
the month, and colder, near normal temperatures the 
second half of the month. Huntley had the highest 
temperature during the month of 73 degrees, and Scobey 
had the low temperature of negative 22 degrees. 
Thompson Falls had the highest accumulated moisture of 
2.98 inches. Topsoil moisture adequate and surplus is 44 
percent, below last year's 71 percent. Subsoil moisture 
adequate and surplus, at 31 percent, is below last year's 
52 percent. 

The weather outlook for December 1 0'^ through December 
16'^ is for below normal temperatures and above normal 
precipitation both east and west of the continental divide. 
Normal temperatures for this period in Montana are highs 
in the mid 20s to the upper 30s and lows ranging from 
zero degrees to the upper teens. 

Field Crops Report 

Farmers continue harvesting corn for grain. Fifty-one 
percent of winter wheat is rated good to excellent 
compared to 65 percent last year. Expected wind and 
snowfall should have a good impact on winter wheat snow 
cover.
